A RUG OF PEARLS. 

Jealonslyffuanled in the palace of 
the ruler of Baroda, a stale in India, 
lies the greatest marvel of alt the 
falnics that liave ever l>een w 
since tire world was ma<le. For \ 
piior to 1874. the ruler of this slate 
was Malnar Rao, who, for extrava- 
gant phantasies and liarbario splen- 
dors, beat Ihe world. Perhaps the 
most lenrarkalde of his exlravagam 
freaks is a rug, together with two 
pillow covers. The former is ten feet 
SIX inches by six feet in size, and is 
woven entirely of strings of perfect 
pearls. A lander eleven inches wide 
and a center ornament are worked 
in diamoniis. The pillow covers are 
each tht-ee feet by two feel six irtohetiy 
and also made up of peails. 

For years the jewel merchants of 
India wei-e searching for the materi- 
als for the>e extraordinary articles, 
and they cost several millions of 
dollars Malliar Rao intended to 
present them lo one of his lady 
favorites, but the British Viceioy 
prohibited the gift on the ground 
that the state of Baroda could not 
afford to indulge its ruler in such 
yenerosity. The rug and pillow 
covers now belong to the state, and 
may be seen by visitors npon a 
permit from one of the higher au- 
th(»rilies. — Ex.

DCAr MAN KILLED BY CAR. 



GRKKNWrrOH, t^T., D»c, 31.— 
Henry F. Reidel, a gardener, for- 
merly employed hy K. C Benedict 
and other wealthy residents, was 
struck by a trolley car this afternoon 
and killed. He was sixty-five years 
old and ha<l been deaf for several 
years, It was probably due to this 
infirmity that he lost his life. 



The " suddeness " of the great 
storm, which swept New England 
Saturday night and Sunday, De- 
cember 25th and 26th, has set the 
people thinking.

The train was a special 
and most of th" trip was made on a 
track covered with water, floating 
ice, and cross ties. In reaching 
South Station he had a long wait, 
and then in an effort to make a 
short cut to church took the Elevat- 
ed to North Station, where he spent 
nearly two hours waiting for a sur- 
face car, got to church only after a 
walk, to find the place had just been 
deserted. Having seen the condi- 
tions al>out North Station, caused 
by the two thonsand or more 
foreigners who were driven out of 
their homes in Chel.sea sul>url», and 
believing the B. <fe M. Railroad 
along the water front, would be out 
of commission, gave up all hopes of 
getting to Salem. It was a forlirnate 
decision for the track was gone, 
and the city of Chelsea, through 
which it passed, had gone with it, 
as a result of the dyke breaking. 
Mr. Bigelow and the others got to 
clinrch before twelve, having rode 
all arpund outside of Boston in an 
effort to get near enough to walk 
the remaining distance. Nothing 
has been heard as to the several 
deaf mutes who live in Chelsea. We 
hope they escaped without loss of 
properly and life The stoi-m came 
at a time not to Ihe liking of many, 
as preparation had been made for a 
big time at church. The services 
Sunday will be of greater interest 
as a result of comparison. Christ- 
mas was a merry time up to the 
advent of the storm. Every body 
seemed happy aud lH»nt on making 
others h.nppy. Mrs. Burrill, of 
Swampscoil, engineered a most 
successful entertainment and tree 
at the Home. Thei-e was a great 
time on (/hristtnas eve,' although 
few outsiders were present, the in- 
mates received iimre gifts than 
UNual. A few pei-sons called on 
Christmas day. Rev. Mr. Wyand 
called in the afternoon, auti in the 
evening entertaiued the inmates 
with a talk and a brief religious 
service We shall have to wail 
until Sunday to learn what Santa 
Clans left with each, as well as for 
details of the storm injury. 

Few people believe in ghosts, and 
Ihe Fred Woo<t pwiple ar*^ the least 
of all to, ttnt their belief wa?* pretty 
badly shaken <Uiriug the eail} 
morning hours Sunday. A« it were 
Fred's son is a poultry fancier, 
haviim quite a lot of " Rliotle 
Islanil Rods" — roosters and hens, 
cockerels and pullets. Now one of 
these roosters had become pretty 
human in disnositioii — friendly to 
every botly, but it was foreseen thai 
there would be a house full of 
Christmas company over Sunday, 
and chicken dinner would be the 
onler.

The UKllnadet Memorial. 

It is proponed to create h memorial 
to til elate Rev. Ttiomaa Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a PariHli 
I3uil<]iiiK for 8t. Ann'H Oluirch for 
Deaf-MuteH. The present Ciiurch 
is Hiluat,e«] on 148th Street, juat west 
of AmHterUum Avenue, and iu built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a bailding as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and l»e a center 
of religious ani social life antongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallauiiet 
ho[ied during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with wliich his naire has always 
l>een associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggesled as a 
most litting memorial to him that 
this work l)e now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mates. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will lie used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be al)out $30,0U0, and the building 
itMHJf, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent i)eoplea. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
